Welcome to a meeting of the Arizona State Transportation Board. The Transportation Board consists of seven private
citizen members appointed by the Governor, representing specific transportation districts. Board members are ap-
pointed for terms of six years each, with terms expiring on the third Monday in January of the appropriate year.

BOARD AUTHORITY

Although the administration of the Department of Transportation is the responsibility of the director, the Transpor-
tation Board has been granted certain policy powers in addition to serving in an advisory capacity to the director. In
the area of highways the Transportation Board is responsible for establishing a system of state routes. It determines
which routes are accepted into the state system and which state routes are to be improved. The Board has final au-
thority on establishing the opening, relocating, altering, vacating or abandoning any portion of a state route or a
state highway. The Transportation Board awards construction contracts and monitors the status of construction
projects. With respect to aeronautics the Transportation Board distributes monies appropriated to the Aeronautics
Division from the State Aviation Fund for planning, design, development, land acquisition, construction and improve-
ment of publicly-owned airport facilities. The Board also approves airport construction. The Transportation Board
has the exclusive authority to issue revenue bonds for financing needed transportation improvements throughout
the state. As part of the planning process the Board determines priority planning with respect to transportation fa-
cilities and annually adopts the five year construction program.

CITIZEN INPUT

Citizens may appear before the Transportation Board to be heard on any transportation-related issue. Persons wishing
to protest any action taken or contemplated by the Board may appear before this open forum. The Board welcomes
citizen involvement, although because of Arizona's open meeting laws, no actions may be taken on items which do not
appear on the formal agenda. This does not, however, preclude discussion of other issues.

MEETINGS

The Transportation Board typically meets on the third Friday of each month. Meetings are held in locations throughout
the state. In addition to the regular business meetings held each month, the Board also conducts three public hearings
each year to receive input regarding the proposed five-year construction program. Meeting dates are established for
the following year at the December organization meeting of the Board.

BOARD MEETING PROCEDURE

Board members receive the agenda and all backup information one week before the meeting is held. They have stud-
ied each item on the agenda and have consulted with Department of Transportation staff when necessary. If no addi-
tional facts are presented at the meeting, they often act on matters, particularly routine ones, without further discus-
sion. In order to streamline the meetings the Board has adopted the "consent agenda" format, allowing agenda items
to be voted on en masse unless discussion is requested by one of the board members or Department of Transporta-
tion staff members.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Item 1, district engineer's
report. Mr. Harmon, you're up.

MR. HARMON: Well, good morning, Chairman
Anderson and members of the State Transportation Board, Director
Halikowski, ladies and gentlemen of the public.

Good to be here (inaudible) year. (Inaudible)
and also thank all who participated in the groundbreaking
yesterday. Welcome to Tombstone and Cochise County.

This is a photograph of the building that we're
in right now, albeit more than 100 years ago, historic
Schieffelin Hall. One of the things I want to point out is that
how much I love the American entrepreneurial spirit. If we look
right here, there's a (inaudible) saguaro cactus. Even 100
years agce, you know, men -- tours came through, and they started
seeing the very early silent movies, black and white movies, and
they saw the saguaro cactus (inaudible). Saguaro cactus don't
grow here, but they saw it in the movies, and so they wanted to
get pictures taken in front of them. There's an opportunity
that -- to be -- get your photograph taken, part of the wild
West.

A1l right. My report today focuses on activity
in Cochise County. And here (inaudible) going on now and in the
near future. Presently, in -- on the state system, we have

about $16 million under contract. Mostly pavement preservation,
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enhancement, spot safety work, (inaudible) point out that we
have (inaudible) going on here right in Tombstone to widen
sidewalks and safety and widening, other improvements here, and
it was a lot of work to get here. Obviously challenges that we
faced right here in thig room. Some interesting meetings in the
past. But I'm grateful for the support of the (inaudible)
officials and the citizens and business leaders of Tombstone.

Other work, you know, we're (inaudible)
rehabilitation project, the San Simon rest area. We're putting
in one of these big message signs overhead on State Route 90
between Benson and Sierra Vista. The other projects are more oxr
less routine preservations, spot safety improvements.

(Inaudible) work here in Cochise County
(inaudible) local public (inaudible), and it's just shy of
$3 million worth of work. We're wrapping up Chino Road in
Douglas. A (inaudible) project to help facilitate movement in
and out of the port of entry there.

All right. You have to be (inaudible) fiscal
vear, and as -- this list looks a little small, but it reflects
the change that is about to happen on the 1st. But I'll let
Tucson district pick up and carry a torch on their projects
(inaudible). There's a good half a dozen other projects that
are under development or will be advertised soon, in what we
call the Saint David maintenance area. So these are projects

that are outside that area looking at Tucson. These are
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projects (inaudible) go forward in the near future (inaudible)
in the south district.

One of the ones I need to point out to you here,
the two here, State Route 19 San Pedro River Bridge Project.
Yes, it will have a (inaudible) signal, (inaudible) worry about
that kind of thing, but we promise not to do this one until we
finish the one on State Route 90. And so this is a sequential
project along the San Pedro River. And (inaudible) is still
here. She had to leave. (Inaudible) Davis Road (inaudible).
So I guess I need to set her apart.

All right. And just to, again, highlight this
for 2017, (inaudible). The I-10 Cochise TI, this project is to
improve the geometrics of the westbound exit and entrance ramps.
The current ramps on the westbound side prohibit (inaudible)
loads from geing around the old trumpet (inaudible) that go back
underneath undercuts. So we're going to reconfigure the ramps
there to allow -- or try to make a diamond configuration on the
north side.

What this will do is that the overall height
loads that now have to go down Davis Road, you can see on
(inaudible) I-10. So this is a incremental relief for the
County, the big, oversize loads that go down Davis Road.
Complete, but it's one part of that (inaudible) for the County.
Again, (inaudible} Douglas, (inaudible) on the books for awhile.

We're pretty excited to see that one come out.
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All right. Time to change. All of you know that
here in a couple weeks, the district boundary will be realigned.
That purple area right there in Cochise County will be absorbed
into the Tucson district. Rod Lane, you're in back. You'll be
the new district engineer for this area. And I want to ensure
those of you who live in the rural part of Cochise County that
Rod is very aware and he's worked with smaller communities, not
just the City of Tucson, not just the high-density urban area.
So he's going to be taking care of you. (Inaudible) point out

obviously that Rod is a good example of how ADOT keeps their

smart (inaudible) people in Phoenix and Tucson. (Inaudible.)
So -- but (inaudible) that the south district will continue to
be a Tombstone project here. We'll -- we're (inaudible).

Then with that, I'd just say thanks to everyone
in this community. We've faced some interesting challenges,
overcome some interesting problems, but we worked together and
got it done. And the next time I come here to Tombstone, it
will be as a tourist to spend money. And with that, Chairman
Anderson, any questions?

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questiong or comments for
Mr. Harmon?

Seeing none, thank you very much.

MR. HARMON: 2All right. Thank you. Take care.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON : Director's report,

Mr. Halikowski.
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MR. HALIKOWSKI: Mr. Chairman, I just had one
last minute item to report on. I just wanted to let the Board
know that ADOT is working hard on developing our future leaders
through the Workforce Development Program. As I've been
interacting with the staff (inaudible) yesterday and today, I've
heard complaints about a lot of our senior leaders have various
(inaudible) these days. So I just wanted to let you know that
we're going to be taking care of that issue as our (inaudible)
continue to progress by bringing (inaudible). Thank you.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you.

MR. LA RUE: Does that include the Board as well?

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Consent agenda. Board, your
pleasure? 1Is there anyone wishing to pull one item off the
consent agenda? If not --

MR. LA RUE: I'd move to approve the consent
agenda.

MR. SELLERS: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue, seconded
by Mr. Sellers to approve the consent agenda as presented.
Discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Legislative report,

Mr. Roehrich.

MR. ROEHRICH: I just want to make sure
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(inaudible) with this stuff right here real quick.

Well, good morning, Mr. Chairman, members of the
Board.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Good morning.

MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Biesty could not be here and
asked me to just give a quick overview of some legislative
action going on. He actually is in D.C. this week. He had a
chance to go out there and meet with most of our delegation,
ADOT and 11 of our legislators. And again, his point of his
discussion was going to be on there's so much debate I'm hearing
from the people here, transportation funding, the
re-authorization issue, what do we do to continue to ensure that
there's long-range funding so we can continue to move forward
with as many improvements as we can, as we work with the Roard
and prioritize those with staff to develop those?

To that end, there are a couple of things. The
Senate has moved forward with a -- the next re-authorization for
MAP-21. In this case, they called it the Drive Act, Developing
a Reliable and Innovative Vision For the Economy. Although it's
a six-year bill that they're looking at, they are still working
out, obviously, the funding issues for it. That hasn't been
funded yet.

Now that they're back from recess, the House is
addressing that -- their transportation re-authorization. They

intend to develop a separate bill. We haven't seen the
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specifics of that yet, but as we get that information, we'll be
able to get staff to analyze it. We'll be able to provide the
Board with any analysis or any proponents of that as we get to
it. But the big issue, obviously, that Congress is dealing with
is funding of it. How are they going to move forward with the
funding, whatever the continued bill is.

So the current MAP-21 was extended to October
29th. Don't know if they'll get to any type of a bill before
that. If not, we do expect that they'll be able to continue
resolutions as we move forward and as Congress debates the
long-term funding for transportation. So that's basically the
status for the highway bill.

Federal Aviation Administration, they're funded
through the end of this month. The expectation is that as they
go through their transportation re-authorization of funding. If
a bill doesn't get caught up in that, they'll have continuing
resolution. So that program, we expect it to continue. We
don't expect it to stop. Very similar for the Federal Rail
Administration as they go through each component of the
transportation funding.

At this point, we are continuing to work with our
delegation and our contacts in Washington, and we'll continue to
come forward with briefings and updates to the Board as we hear
the dialogue going on. So at this time, we're kind of

(inaudible) waiting on Congress. Hopefully they do something.
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The expectation is we'll probably see some more particular
resolutions at the (inaudible). So that's all I have for the
legislative report unless there's gquestions.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions of Mr. Roehrich?
If not, move into the financial report.

MR. ROEHRICH: Financial report, this was a last
minute change, and Kristine Ward asked that I do send her
apologies. Thig month and especially the second half of this
month is a pretty big time for her as we look at closing out the
federal fiscal year. And this year, as other years, you know,
there's so much emphasis placed on ensuring that all the funds
are being spent, that we're getting every project out and every
activity that we could, and she's been down a little bit of
staff, but she was just overwhelmed and felt that she needed to
be back there and continue to work on the closeout.

And what she asked is -- you've got the financial
report in front of you, and I believe some was put out for the
public so they could review it. If you've got any questions on
this, either send her an e-mail or give her a call. She'll try
to answer it, but that by next month, in October when we come
back, she'll have a comprehensive financial report to give, and
that will encompass all of the federal closeouts. We'll have a
very good handle on where we have -- especially as we start
preparing them for the end of this calendar year, start

developing the tentative five-year program to move forward. 2And
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so she apologizes for not being here. You have the report in
front of you. Any questions, please send them to her or me, but
next month she'll be available to give a comprehensive report.
But with that, I'll try to answer any guestions, but that's the
status of the financial.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions or comments for
Mr. Roehrich? Seeing none, thank you, Floyd.

Multimodal Planning Division report, Mr. Kies.

MR. KIES: Thank you, and good morning, Mr. Chair
and members of the Roard.

There were a lot of questions as we got to
approving the last five-year program in June about the 189
project. And as the Board -- each Board meeting goes by, the
Board hears from stakeholders about the importance of this
project. So I thought today that I would give you an update on
where we are with this project and some of the challenges that
we're -- have ahead of us.

S0 really quick, just a reminder, we are in a
study process on 189. There are three major deliverables that
this study is providing. One is already complete. This is what
we call the alternate screening report, and that is where we
looked at some options for 189 from an entire corridor
standpoint, some ideas about maybe creating a new parallel
corridor or an express corridor that goes down the median of

189, or just simply improving the corridor that's there. And
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the conclusion from this report was that for the corridor, the
concept 1s to improve the existing corridor and utilize what's
there.

The next activity with the Alternative Screening
Report was to look at the I-19 interchange, which is a big focus
of this project, and that's where a lot of information about --
over the last six months that have been coming out about the
options we've been looking at, the options that people are in
favor of. And so that -- so numerous of those options are
documented in this report, and two options were recommended for
further analysis.

The next deliverable will be a design concept
report, and that's really the engineering side of the study that
documents the alternatives that are under consideration, details
out a build option and talks about the cost estimates that are
associated with that option and all the engineering and design
issues related to it.

And then the last deliverable is an environmental
assessment, which ultimately could give us environmental
clearance to go forward with the project. And that is
anticipated to be in draft form in the spring of 2016, which
would allow us to go out for public hearings, and then assuming
that everything checks out, we would recommend to FHWA a
preferred plan and ask for an environmental clearance on that.

With that said, just to highlight the design
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concept report, which is currently underway, ultimately this
will include a 30 percent design of what we're calling the build
alternative, and will highlight the implementation plan, which
will give us ideas of different ways that we might be able to
implement the plan if there is insufficient funding to do the
entire package in one project.

Another feature of the design concept report is
the estimate of probable costs. As you'll see in this
presentation, we're presenting costs in ranges, because we're
still at a high-level planning area, and the costg -- we're not
able to pinpoint the costs at this point. But by the time we
get to the conclusion of the design concept report, we'll have a
much more focused idea of what the construction costs would be
of the build alternative.

And then really quick, the environmental
assessment, as you probably all are aware, highlights the
environmental consequences or concerns of the project. 1It's the
copportunity for the public to get involved in the process with
public meetings and public hearings, and eventually details out
the mitigation measures that the project would need to include
in order for it to be environmentally clear.

So with that, I just want to highlight the build
option that is proposed for this corridor. And where we are
right now is we have come to consensus on what the build option

is and all the fronts of the project that are now moving forward
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with a common build option so that we're no longer considering
different alternatives, and a lot of the alternative discussion
was around this interchange between I-19 and the 189. And as
the Board may recall, there have been numerous resolutions
provided by our stakeholders, such as the City of Nogales, Santa
Cruz County, other stakeholders 1like the port authority, that
have given us input that they're in favor of option D, which is
one of those interchange configurations.

And as we've talked with the stakeholders, what
it really comes down to is that option D has some features that
the community is really in favor of, and it's these
multi-directional ramps north and south between the interstate
I-19 and 189, and then also, there's this intersection located
right here known as Frank Reed Road that provides access to the
Nogales High School, and grate separating the truck traffic from
the local traffic is very important to the community.

So as we went forward to settle on the
recommended plan, we wanted to make sure that those features
were included in what we're ultimately recommending. And so
this is an overview of the recommended plan that we are working
towards now. It's hard to see on this screen, but those
features that alternative D included are in there with these
flyover ramps in the southbound and the northbound direction,
and also the grate separation of Frank Reed Road.

You also see a lot of other engineering lines
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along the entire corridor. The other aspect of this study was
to come to agreement on what the entire corridor would look
like, and we're at that point now where some of the features
along the rest of the corridor include new traffic signals,
medians, that would be construction in the middle of the roadway
to optimize traffic operations, minimize turning movements and
provide more access control along the corridor.

This slide just shows the rest of the corridor
from where that view left off, all the way down to the Mariposa
port of entry, and again, we've got an understanding of what the
entire corridor would look like in its ultimate form.

So now we get to the study level cost estimates,
and if we just look at those corridor improvements, those new
traffic lights, the traffic medians, the traffic operation
enhancements along the corridor, without thinking about the
interchange at I-19, we're estimating those improvements in the
range of 20 million to $50 million at this high level cost
estimate.

When we then add in the interchange
configuration, which includes those ramps between I-19 and the
corridor, and overcrossing at Frank Reed Road, we have another
100 to $150 million added to the project.

With that said, the funding situation right now
with the total cost of the project is now in the range of 120

million to 200 million for this project. As you may recall,
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when we went through the last programming cycle, you did approve
$64 million to be earmarked in the developwment plan in the year
2021, and obviously, that is not equal to the entire cost that
we see for the whole project. So what we've done as a
department, we've sat down (inaudible) stakeholders and talked
about the issue, and as you heard earlier with (inaudible) from
the port authority, the local community is very excited and
focused on looking for other funding mechanisms that could be
combined with the $64 million that the Board has placed --
supplied in the development program.

So we're confident that the local community in
partnership with ADOT is going to think outside the box and loock
for some of these unique funding mechanisms, and so our approach
at this point is we're moving forward as if the entire project
will receive full funding by the time it's ready for
construction, and in the meantime, work with the local
partnerships to look at those other funding options.

Sco the next steps on this project, again, is to
complete the design concept report, which will eventually
include a 30 percent design. Again, part of the design concept
report is implementation scenarios, different ways that the
project could be implemented, depending on the funding situation
as we get closer to construction. So those implementation
scenarios allow us to cover all bases. We could have a scenario

that just utilizes the $64 million that's in the development
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program. We could have other scenarios that -- combined with
other funding mechanisms that the local community comes forward
with, and of course, we'll have a scenario where the entire
preject is built in one project.

Then in -- as I said, in the spring of 2016,
we'll come up with a draft environmental impact -- or
environmental assessment, which will compare the no build
alternative to this preferred build alternative that I've
presented. We'll go through public hearings, and then at that
point is where these funding options really all need to come
together to make sure that we've got the funding package to
deliver the entire project, if that's possible.

So with that, that's -- that concludes my
presentation on where we are and an update on the SR-189
corridor.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions for Mr. Kies on the
Planning Division report?

MR. HALIKOWSKI: Mr. Chairman.

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. --

MR. HALIKOWSKI: Not a question, but just a
comment. As Mike indicated, my geoal is to accomplish this in
one phase. Otherwise, if you just look at 64 million, we're
looking at two phases, and they may be widely spaced apart in
years. So our geoal is to continue to work with the community to

come up with (inaudible) in funding so that we can get in and
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complete this project and be done with it and get out. So that
includes not only the (inaudible) that Mike talked about, but
the Frank Reed Road, the extension of the next four miles after
Frank Reed Road to Mexico. And then also, Mike, in the 200
million, are we looking at Ruby Road TI, or is that outside of
this box?

MR. KIES: No, this is just about the 189
project. So those cost estimates do not --

MR. HALIKOWSKI: So in the future, we'll be
looking at other safety issues with the Ruby Road TI, which
needs improvement.

And then I just want to encourage the Board not
to lock at this as simply a highway system improvement. If
you've been around Nogales and visited the warehouses, what
you'll find is that in the future, we're going to have to
continue to work with the City, not necessarily with State
funds, but to improve the streets and some of those 1950s
(inaudible}. So we're trying to take this as a holistic,
systematic point of view, not just fixable symptom, but let's
make Nogales a corridor that actually can compete with folks in
Texas. And so in that sense, Mr. Chairman, I just want to let
you know that the department (inaudible), and we want to see if
we could accomplish a really big goal here.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. Hammond.

MR. HAMMOND: I guess an additional comment. By
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the way, I applaud you on the way you're approaching this, and I
know the City of Nogales wants to keep that 64 million, and as
vou've gaid, there will be a 30 percent option (inaudible)
utilize that 64 millicn.

But something I think we all need to keep in mind
is this isn't about the City of Nogales. It's about the whole
state. It keeps coming up, but sometimes we lose sight of it.

I mean, I use the example of the railroad that bisects that
community. Very important rail corridor into this state, but it
actually hurts the City of Nogales the way -- when it takes 20
minutes for a train to come through town. I think they've got
six a day coming through, and it kind of shuts it down. So
they're very sensitive to their needs, but in some respects,
they conflict with the State's needs to move goods and services
from Mexico into the United States through this very important
corridor. And that's what this is really about. It's about the
whole state, and sometimes when you lock at that big number, you
think, man, why would anybody think cf putting that kind of
money in Nogales. It's really about putting money into the
state infrastructure (inaudible) corridor, and a lot of the
other trades (inaudible) that we have as a state that we need to
(inaudible) the future.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON: Mike, you have the low end
120, high end 200. As we go further along, will that get more

refined and pinpointed what that actual number might be?
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MR. KIES: Yes. Yes, Mr. Chair, it will, and
that's why we want to show ranges of costs now, because we don't
-- we're at a high level planning level, and we were not really
confident that we can pinpoint it to a specific number. As we
get to the 30 percent design, we'll then have a much, much more
narrow cost estimate and have a more confident number.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: I think to Mr. Hammond's
comments that, you know, on that high-end number you should not
really let that cause any fear, because it is going to be
refined in terms of what it applies to (inaudible). Anyone
else? Comments? Questions?

MR. KIES: With that, Mr. Chair, I don't have any
othexr items on the MPD report.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: We'll move into PPAC.

MR. KIES: Great. Thank you, Mr. Chair.

We do have seven projects on the project
modifications. They're Items 7A through 7G, and if the Board
doesn't have any questions or comments about those projects, I'd
ask for approval of Items 7A through 7G.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure on those
modification projects?

MR. SELLERS: Move for approval.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Sellers, second

by Vice Chair La Rue to approve the modification projects, Items
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7A through 7G as presented. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Mr. Chair.

We do have eight new projects on the PPAC agenda
this month. I do want to clarify two of the projects. They are
listed as design stop and yield signs. I do want to clarify
with the Board that we do know exactly what stop signs and yield
signs locks 1like. These projects are actually to design
locations for stop signs and yield signs along numerous of our
railroad break crossings out in the rural areas and along some
of our railroads, and so I just wanted to make that modification
-- or understanding of what that -- those projects entail.

So Items 7H through 70 are the new projects, and
unless there's any questions or comments, then I'd ask for
approval of Items 7H through 70.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure?

MR. HAMMOND: 1I'll move approval.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Hammond.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. La Rue to
approve new projects 7H through 70. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Ave.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Mr. Chair.
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We do have four airport projects this month.
They're Items 7P through 7S, and if there are no questions or
concerns about these projects, I'd ask for approval of Items 7P
through 785.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure?

MR. SELLERS: Move for approval.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Sellers.

MR. CUTHBERTSON : Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Cuthbertson to
approve the airport projects 7P through 7S as presented.
Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

MR. KIES: Thank you.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you, Mr. Kies.

State engineer's report, Dallas. Good morning.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, members of the Board.

The (inaudible) the last month or currently we
have (inaudible) projects under construction totaling $815.2
million in the month of August. We've finalized 20 projects
totaling $52.4 million, year to date 37 projects.

One item that I wanted to point out to the Board
in the state engineer's report. At the study session you heard a
presentation from Game & Fish on some of the work we've

partnered with them on. This last week FHWA administrator Karla
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Petty gave me an award that was issued to our planning folks
earlier this year at the 2015 Environmental Excellence Award for
our work with Game & Fish and (inaudible) wildlife crossings.
So we are being recognized nationally for this (inaudible).

The other thing I'd like to point out, and Bill
mentioned it earlier, we presented on the district reward
organization and instituting transportation systems, management
and operations, we will be going live October 1st with that
reorganization. So all of that's (inaudible).

Any questions on the state engineer's report?

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions? Do you have any
contracts?

MR. HAMMIT: Thank you for your award of the 14
projects on the consent agenda, and we have several projects
that we need to talk about. (Inaudible.)

One of the things I want to point out here that
has -- pretty proud of our staff. Out of the 20 projects,
(inaudible) $26 million, that aggregate, we were within
three-tenths of a percent of hitting it. There's some pluses
and minuses, and we need to talk about some of those, but
overall, we were within three-tenths of a percent of hitting
that (inaudible}).

Item 9A, this is a project in the Saint Johns
area. It's a pavement preservation, a local project. The low

bid was $436,999. The State's estimate was $563,068.10, leaving

the project under the State's estimate by $126,069.10 or 22.4
percent. We saw pretty much the whole difference in the asphalt
paving. We got a better-than-expected price. The department
has reviewed the bid and believes it is responsible and
reasonable, and we would recommend award to Sunland, Inc.,
Asphalt and Seal Coating.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Comments on the 9A?

MR. HAMMOND: Recommend approval.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Hammond, second
by Vice Chair La Rue to accept staff's recommendation to award
the contract to Item 9A to Sunland, Inc. Asphalt and Seal Coat
-- Coating. Further discussion?

Seeing none, all in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: 9B.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, this project is in the
Town of Cave Creek. It's a roadway widening. It's adding some
bike lanes, concrete curb and gutter and a number of ADA ramp
improvements. The low bid was $3,241,791.45. The State's
estimate was $2,539,301.30, leaving the project over the State's
estimate by $702,490.15, or 27.7 percent. On this project it's
a lot of piecemeal work. You're adding (inaudible). So we did
higher -- see higher-than-expected prices in our concrete items,

our roadway excavation, because it's going to have to be handled
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a couple of times (inaudible) mobilization. We do believe we
have a reasonable and resgponsible bid and would recommend award
to Nesbitt Constracting, Inc.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: The Board's pleasure on 9B?

MR. LA RUE: So moved.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.

MR. SELLERS: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Sellers to
approve to award and accept staff's recommendation to award the
contract for Item 9B to Nesbitt Contracting Company, Inc.
Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON : 9C, Mr. Hammit.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, this project is a
countywide striping project throughout Yuma County. The low bid
was $339,630.50. The State's estimate was 321,830, leaving the
project under the State's estimate by $80,199.50 or 25.5
percent. We saw better-than-expected prices for both the
(inaudible) stripe, comes out of the machine, and the markers,
the symbols. We have reviewed that, believe it is a responsible
and reasonable bid and would recommend award to Sunline
Contracting, LLC.

CHAJIRMAN ANDERSON: The Board's desire on 9C?

MR. HAMMOND: Recommend approval.
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CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Hammond.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Seconded by Vice Chair La Rue
to accept staff's recommendation to award the contract from 9C
to Sunline Contracting, Inc. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: SD, Mr. Hammit.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, this project is on
US-93 near the area of Medlin, just south of Wikieup. It's to
install a median crossover to serve two existing access points.
The low bid was $457,457. The State's estimate was 390,640,
leaving it over the State's estimate by $66,817 or 17.4 percent.
One thing I need to point out to the Board, there was -- on this
project we had one bidder who -- it was determined
non-responsive. They did address a couple of the items. They
didn't have unit prices. So their bid was listed as
nen-responsive. They did protest that decision. The department
explained that in a letter, and they have accepted that
response. So we did deem them non-responsive. The reason for
the overage is -- was in the building of the traffic control.
After reviewing the responsive bids, we do believe that it is a
reasonable and responsible bid and would recommend award to Fann
Contracting.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: I have one question. When is
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this set to start?

MR. HAMMIT: Excuse me?

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: When is this set to start?

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, the contract time will
start 20 days after award.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Okay. Board's pleasure on
9D?

MR. LA RUE: 1I'll move it.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. -- Vice Chair La
Rue.

MR. CUTHBERTSON: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Seconded by Mr. Cuthbertson
to accept and approve staff's recommendation to award the
contract for 9D to Fann Contracting. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: 9E.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, Board, this is a
project in the Town of Parker. It's to work on some concrete
sidewalks, curb and gutter and doing some ADA ramp improvements,
pavement markings and landscaping. The low bid was $610,100.
The State's estimate was $430,949.70, leaving it over the
State's estimate by $179,150.30 or 41.6 pexcent. Again, this is
a small project, lots of small areas at work {inaudible) going

to have to have starts and stops. Production was not as high as
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we had estimated, given this higher cost than expected for the
concrete items, and alsoc some of the landscaping materials, we
saw higher-than-expected costs. We did receive eight bids for
this, much more than any of the others on this award, of these
ones I've presented. The next highest we had four bids. So
this one, there was a lot of interest on this project, but we
just missed it on some of those production goals. We do think
we have a responsible and reasonable bid and would recommend
award to K.A.Z. Construction, Inc.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSCN: Board's pleasure on 9E?

MS. BEAVER: 1I'm make the motion, but (inaudible)
if I have a comment that I would like to (inaudible) .

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Ms. Beaver.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Vice Chair La Rue.
Discussion? Ms. Beaver.

MS. BEAVER: Yes. My comment is that I would
like staff to fully define the jurisdictional aspect within the
project limits, because it is within the (inaudible) of Parker,
and in the bid information I didn't see any reference to that.
S ORI

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, Ms. Beaver, the staff
will do that and define what is -- and assure that all of the
areas within the Town of Parker versus being in tribal lands,

and identify that before we make that known to the contractor at
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the time of the precomnstruction conference.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Are you comfortable with
that, Ms. Beaver?

MS. BEAVER: Yes.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Okay. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON : 9F.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, members of the Board,
this is a State Parks project. We do have funding for State
Parks, and we're working with them. This is at Lake Havasu.
This project will improve the parking lot, will work on the boat
launch within the channel, do some pier work and some jetty
work. The low bid was $4,059,042.75. The State's estimate was
$2,980,091.85, leaving it over the State's estimate by
1,078,950.97 or 36.2 percent. One of the aspects of this
project is there's actually work done under water. We don't do
a lot of estimating for work done under water. I asked John if
-- the director if he would put on (inaudible) and inspect that
for us. (Inaudible.)

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: (Inaudible.)

(Speaking simultaneously.)

MR. HAMMIT: But we did see higher-than-expected
pricing in building that copper dam. The excavation, placement

of the concrete, (inaudible) and work on the (inaudible). After
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reviewing the bids -- we did have three bids that were very
close together -- we do believe it's a reasonable and
responsible bid and would recommend award to N.G.U. Construction
Contractors.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure on 9F?

MS. BEAVER: So moved.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Ms. Beaver, second
by Vice Chair La Rue.

I do have one question. If we don't have a way
to estimate the work under water, do we have a way to inspect
the work under water? Is that part of the contract?

UNIDENTIFIED SPEAKER: No.

MR. HAMMIT: We will be working with the parks
department, and their staff will be assisting us, because we did
have that conversation. So part of the inspection on the final
product will be (inaudible) staff, and I believe they'd have
those resources to do that, but I still have the offer open to
the director.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Further discussion on 9F?

Seeing none, all in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS : Aye.,

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON: And 9G.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, this last item is a

statewide reflective pavement marking project. This project
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basically is to install what we call raised and recessed
pavement markers. As you -- the method of work is you have a
mobile operation, but it's very slow moving, and it stops at
every 30 feet, puts a dab of glue, that black stuff you see, and
then the next operation puts a reflective marker in the ground.
As the department estimated it, the traffic control was
estimated like a striping operation, which doesn't ever stop,
and you need very little traffic contrcl. This being
(inaudible) but very slow, traffic control will be needed. So
after review, the staff does recommend that we reject all bids.
We do not believe that our traffic control matches the required
work that is needed on the project. Therefore, we would be
asking (inaudible) to reject all bids. The staff will put
together the proper traffic control and put it back out for
bids.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSCON: Board's pleasure on 9G?

MR. SELLERS: Move to reject all bids.

MS. BEAVER: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Sellers, second
by Ms. Beaver to accept and approve staff's recommendation to
reject all bids for 9G. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: New business.

MR. LA RUE: Mr. Chair, if I could.
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CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. La Rue.

MR. LA RUE: You know, it's come to my attention
that there's one among us who would like to be excused from next
month's meeting. However, I think that individual is just so
critically important to the Board processes, I think it's should
be discussed by the Board on whether we allow that, you know,
excuse.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Our vote is binding, correct?

MR. HALIKOWSKI: Mr. Chairman, the department
would welcome that discussion. We rely on this individual
heavily for personnel advice (inaudible).

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Yeah.

MR. HALIKOWSKI: And Mr. Chair, as strong as she
is, in the back (inaudible), she lifts a heavy load for us, and
not having her available would be a significant disadvantage.

MR. ROEHRICH: Especially going into such an
important activity as a board member.

MR. LA RUE: And we think that their request is
rather frivolous (inaudible).

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: And do we think we need to
seek advice, legal counsel, because this is a non-agendized item
for discussion or --

MR. LA RUE: We can't vote on it, but we sure
can, you know --

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: But there could be a conflict
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of interest by getting advice from legal counsel today. So we
may need to phone somebody else.

MR. LA RUE: We may need a special meeting.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: A special meeting. No, you
know --

MR. ROEHRICH: (Inaudible.)

(Speaking simultaneously.)

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: Please get her her cane or a
walker or something. ©No, it's Michelle's birthday next month,
and we wish her the best, and I don't know -- a man can't say
that. You could.

MR. LA RUE: Well, I think there's plenty
establishments in Wickenburg, correct?

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: That cater to the senior
crowd.

We'll have the --
obviously the agenda out and the study session information
(inaudible) together as we (inaudible) posted for those dates.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Great.

MR. ROEHRICH: 2And I do have one final item I do
want to make. It's a reference to Mr. Harmon's district
engineer's report. When you talk about giving up this part of
the district that's going to Tucson, but trying to assure the

locals don't worry, ADOT's best and brightest are in urban
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areas. I've worked with Mr. Harmon and his team here for years.
I can tell you, Safford district is second to none. And
Tombstone (inaudible) district, but he -- Safford district is

picking up a big chunk of the Globe district. Those folks are
going to very quickly learn how guality Mr. Harmon -- a man of
very up humble and modest personality. But I'll quickly -- that
district is going to be a work before them, and his whole team
(inaudible). 8o he's a humble man. He wouldn't say it, but
I've got to tell you. 1It's great to come to Safford district
and get to work with Bill and his team. Second to none.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSCN: Thank you, Floyd.
(Inaudible.)

MR. LA RUE: Here, here.

MS. BEAVER: Ms. Chair.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Ms. Beaver.

MS. BEAVER: Yes. I just wanted to bring up at
our special meeting study session that we had in Phoenix, we did
have a presentation from the Arizona Game & Fish department with
regard to the relationship between ADOT and the Arizona Game &
Finish department with regard to road projects, and at that same
meeting, prior to the presentation, we had approved some
projects, and it was kind of the horse before the cart type
thing, and I was wondering if for -- if we can -- projects that
we have going on where there is wildlife known to be, vyou know,

utilizing the highway to get across, if we could make sure and
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have some kind of relationship with Arizona Game & Fish
Department where we see if anything could be modified,
specifically like fencing.

MR. HALIKOWSKI: Mr. Chair, Ms. Beaver, I can
guarantee you we do that, because on all projects we develop,
one of our major gtakeholders that we reach out to on every
project -- I won't say every project, but I guess there might be
some -- like the (inaudible) pavement marker projects or
something we might not, but one would say that more than 90
percent of the projects that we do -- we talk -- they get notice

of that. They're part of any development team. They're allowed

to comment on that. So if we continue to develop a project,
that is a primary a partner for us that we -- we coordinate with
on 90 percent of the program (inaudible). So that is an ongoing

relationship that will continue, and we do not see that. The
relationship (inaudible) continue to increase. So yes, ma'am,
we will continue that extensively, and I do not see that as a
problem going forward (inaudible).

MS. BEAVER: No. It's just at our last
meeting --

MR. ROEHRICH: Right.

MS. BEAVER: -- we actually voted on something,
and then following the vote, then we had the presentation from
Arizona Game & Fisgh Department, and so I'm -- I had -- we had

the presentation --
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MR. ROEHRICH: Right.

MS. BEAVER: -~-- before we might have asked
questions with regard to the fencing that was going to be put
in, and you know, if it had been, you know --

MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Chair, Mg. Beaver, I can tell
you those projects that you approved, Game & Fish was involved
in coordination of those. So they had input into whatever the
final design was (inaudible).

MS. BEAVER: Okay. Thank you.

MR. HALIKOWSKI : (Inaudible.) Board Member
Beaver is asking you {(inaudible) and you understand what
(inaudible) the projects.

MS. BEAVER: Well, I think just because we can't
look backward at this point, it's just that we had a
presentation. It was a very good presentation from them. It's
just that in the future, when we do have projects that have to
do with putting fencing in, that we, you know, have a
relationship with them beforehand to make sure that we're --

MR. ROEHRICH: Right. But -- and Mr. Chair,

Mr. Director, Mg. Beaver, we do that. I guarantee you, even
though it was agendaed because we have a special session
(inaudible) project beforehand, and then Game & Fish came out
and talked about that (inaudible), that cocordination went on.
Those projects that (inaudible) I do understand that (inaudible)

some questions about those projects, and then you can possibly
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have brought that in as a discussion.

MR. HALIKOWSKI: And Mr.

Chair, we have a

partnership (inaudible) our executive staffs meet with regularly

to discuss better ways (inaudible) how to improve our

relationships on projects. So we try to stay in close contact

wit them, because we share common issues. So I don't want you

to get the impression that we're working

Opening Remarks
Chairman Anderson thanked Town of Wickenburg/Mayor Cook and Wickenburg Chamber of Commerce/
Julie Brooks for the hospitality shown to the Board for dinner and hosting the board meeting.

Call to the Audience
The following member of the public addressed the Board:

1.

John Cook, Wickenburg Mayor, re: welcome to board; 64,000 population but tourism growing and will
be the rodeo capital of the world; Wickenburg Ranch to have 4,000 new homes; requests
surveys/design work completed on US93 from SR89 into town.

Christian Price, City of Maricopa Mayor, re: appreciates Board support of 347 overpass plan and will
provide update as work progresses.

Chris Kukenyo, Prescott Mayor Pro Tem and member of CYMPO Board, re: desires improvement to
three mile portion of SR69 where 40% of sales tax revenue is generated; over five years 582 crashes
and four fatalities in the last two years; 7" in state for wildlife crashes; requests six lanes between
Prescott and Prescott Valley, with improved access to businesses; CYMPO providing $1.3 million
toward the $10 million project, with funding from Prescott anticipated.

Terry Nolan, Dewey-Humboldt Mayor and CYMPO Board member, re: thank you for SR89, helps with
the safety of area going in and out of Chino Valley; appreciates what Board has done for SR89.
Guillermo Valencia, Chairman of Greater Nogales Santa Cruz Port Authority, re: reaffirm support of
SR189, read from submitted letter with statistics and members of Bd of Directors: City of Nogales,
Santa Cruz County, Nogales Community Development and Economic Development Foundation of
Nogales/Santa Cruz County, along with three major import/export businesses: Fresh Produce
Association, Maquila Association of Nogales and Nogales Custom House Brokers; highlighted numbers
$21.1 billion exports in 2014 and 93,000 jobs in AZ; anticipates 12 million cars crossing border in 14
years; competition from CA and TX; requests $64 million in FY2021 to pay for construction of part of
Mariposa Road, earlier if possible.

Chris Bridges, CYMPO Administrator, re: SR69 and requests pilot project through new TSMO group, to
have ability with technology to make delays shorter and move traffic better.
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(Beginning of excerpt.)

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Next up, district engineer's
report, Mr. Stump.

MR. STUMP: Well, good morning, Mr. Chair and
Board.

Just to start out, I wanted to touch on the new
district boundary. You know, it's a little bit of a challenge
to see, but the right side of our district, which was Verde
Valley and the Payson area's now part of what's now the -- in
our central district, which means we have fewer pine trees in
our district now, but -- but we got all of the Kingman district.
So looking forward to working with the new district here.

Most of my presentation's going to be on 93, but
wanted to touch on just a couple projects real quick to give you
an update. On 260 Thousand Trails to I-17, we're going to have
our 80 percent cost model -- or we'll have our plans this month,
and then the contractor's working on their 80 percent cost
model. Right-of-way acquisition's underway. We expect to have
that December. Utilities companies are working with them. So
all in all, we still look to start construction late spring next
year.

And then as mentioned earlier, with the Prescott
Lakes Parkway, the Frontier Village, we just wrapped up a
feasibility report to widen this one-mile stretch here where the

bottleneck is con 69, roughly $10 million. And again, we're
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continuing to discuss ideas for funding strategies. So that's
ongoing.

Up 93, the current projects, if you drive through
there, you'll notice that traffic's running on the new
alignment, and the contractor's working on the culverts on the
existing. We'll get the paving done, but we're going to come up
a little bit short, it looks like, on getting the friction
course done before the season's over. So we'll run traffic on
all four lanes, but they'll have to come back and do the
friction course in the spring on that.

This is just a map of all of the 93 projects over
the years. Since the font's too small to read, I'll interpret.
Everything in blue, those are the projects that are complete.
And then the third red one down from the top is actually one
that's just got completed, toco. It's just -- just hasn't gotten
updated. And then the fourth and f£ifth project in red are the
Carrow Stephens and the Cane Springs ones, and then the very
bottom red one is the GAP project.

This is the Carrow Stephens. 1It's roughly 60
percent designed. Tentatively in the development program for
construction in fiscal year '23 at a cost of 31 million. Cane
Springs is -- comes a year later tentatively to begin design in
fiscal year '19. Also 31 million.

And then give you an update on the Wickenburg

Ranch development. We're going to be meeting with them in a
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couple of weeks to begin discussion on final design for their
roundabout on 89, which it's about a mile from the 89/93
junction to the (inaudible) left side little part of the picture
there, and they're anxious to get that going so they can start
selling lots up there. And, of course, once that happens, then
that's going to put pressure on the 89/93 junction.

And so we're continuing to -- they have an
cbligation of almost $10 million for improvements for the
magnitude of their development. So we're continuing to kind of
throw out ideas of what's the best way to implement it, and the
overall cost of the GAP project is roughly 4l-and-a-half
million. That includes 4 million for design, 5 million for
right-cof-way and about 32-and-a-half million for construction.

Again, the developer has roughly a quarter of
that responsibility, and that would leave ADOT with a little
over 3l-and-a-half million to do. And so we've been, again,
talking with different ideas, and one of the latest ideas we've
come up with in talking with the developer is the developer
would give ADOT 4 million in fiscal year '17, which would pay
for the entire design of the GAP project. 2And them in fiscal
year '19, ADOT would return that 4 million, in conjunction with
their other 5.88 million to do their part of construction,
because that's -- that's about the time we're going to need
those improvements done with their development. 2And so

basically, the strategies for the funding would be to either
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apply for a minor project for that 4 million or try to get major
project funding.

But the advantage for us is once we have the
entire GAP project design complete, we not only get the
improvements needed to offset the impacts of the Wickenburg
Ranch development, but it also makes it easier for us to bring
the rest of the GAP project in the smaller projects, the -- when
we get development, whether it's between Vulture Mine and Rancho
Casitas, or we've talked about between Tegner and Rincon. You
know, if we can get little bits of money for the minor projects,
local participation, we can do at least frontage roads, but
that's what having a full design would do for us, and trying to
tackle this project when money's tight for us, so...

And then this is kind of what we were trying to
do last year where we were looking for a minor project to just
extend Wickenburg Ranch improvements closer to Vulture Mine
Road, because the developer's improvements would kind of stop
about Rancho Casitas, about 195.3, but I think if we can find a
way to have an agreement where we could fund the entire GAP
project design, I think that's the best option to move forward
if we can, so...

Anyway, that's -- that's it. I'll take any
guestions on it.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questionsg?

Mr. La Rue.
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MR. LA RUE: Alvin, you know, first I want to say
thank you for coming up with this concept. And it was in
June -- I'll remind the Board it was in June when we asked
Alvin, his team and ADOT to look at this area. I know the
mayor's brought this to our attention and the Chamber a number
of times. So I first want to say thank you. I appreciate this
concept .

And I think what we also heard this morning from
the mayor is -- or at least when I started to do my math is that
the population of Wickenburg could double here with this
development that's happening out on that north end, which is
going to put a lot of stress on 93 and the GAP. and if you
notice from the information put up there is we've been -- you
know, have improvements from 40 all the way down to Wickenburg.
Wickenburg is going to double in populaticn, and so there's
going to be a lot of pressure right there. So I appreciate this
concept.

As I think about it, though, and we're sitting
here now in October, what's the next step? I mean, where are
you going to take this concept, and what are some of the things
that you need to do to keep moving this (inaudible) forward.

You know, and before -- and I'll go on a little bit longer while
you're thinking of how to respond to that.

What's interesting is we heard this morning

there's a lot of projects around the state that are very
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worthwhile. They lead to economic development. They're very
necessary. I think what the clear message, at least to me
through the town halls I've gone to or traveled around the
state, i1s that we're not going to be able to count upon the
federal government. We're probably not going to be able to
count upon the state government.

And so we really need, which we're starting to
see through some of these projects that the local folks, the
local stakeholders, from the residents, to the businesses, to
the chambers, to the elected officials have to get together.
They have to be part of the solution. They have to find other
alternative sources of funding to augment and help what's
happening on the -- at the ADOT funding, because there is nobody
coming to our rescue on this.

So 1 appreciate this creativity. I appreciate
what you're doing, but now I think you've got some next steps
here, I would imagine, to actually get this implemented.

MR. STUMP: Yeah. The next steps would be for me
would be, assuming it's at least a viable option for us, then we
would go and continue to finalize the draft joint project
agreement with a developer, and then also, I'll look forward
with the Town and the Chamber to discuss other ideas. I think
there's -- we're focused on one part of the project, but I think
there's other places where we can discuss, and if we get the

design done, we can look at implementation of other little
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projects as well, you know. So we can show that -- how these
other future projects could be done in the future.

MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Chair and Alvin, I think
that's really good. 1I'd like maybe talk about that, because I
think it's real significant what Alvin says. If we can move
forward with this agreement, you select developer funding now to
get the full design done -- it is a few years down the road as
the growth happens, because as we know, Wickenburg is not going
to double overnight. 1It's going double over a few years, and
it's going to double fairly guickly.

Given that -- entering into that agreement now,
getting a developer who's got the cash now to be able to start
that, and get the full design done really gives us greater
flexibility as we address the money issues, whether it's
prioritizing (inaudible) correct funding is the Board does every
year, or if we do see an increase in the next couple years
(inaudible) federal or state level -- and I know that's
unlikely, but if something would happen. But not having the
design, the environmental done doesn't give you the flexibility
to react. Starting that now does give you the flexibility,
whether you have to phase it, or ultimately, the -- really the
goal would be is to fund it all as one project like, you know,
we're talking about on State Route 189 as we address some of
these other corridors as well.

But getting that agreement in place and getting
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that design started now gives us that great flexibility to
address that the next couple of years as we look to the future's
funding, as this Board looks to the prioritization of the
available funding that we have and works within, you know, the
fiscal constraint requirements that we have. And if there is a
change and all of a sudden we do get extra money, the economy
gets better, we collect more in taxes or something is done, then
we can start phasing it in and putting together the phases that
complete that project. We'll upgrade our flexibility. The key
to that is what Alvin said. Getting out the design and
finishing the environmental so we can react quickly, and then
not trying to start those processes at a later date.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: And I agree. So I -- go it
sounds like between now and the first of the year when we start
our next, you know, five-year cycle, you'll be working with the
developer, the Town, and bring us this information, bring us the
viability of this concept back.

MR. STUMP: Yes.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON: Good. Excellent.

Further questions of Mr. Stump?

Seeing none, thank you.

MR. LA RUE: You know, Alvin, I just (inaudible)
Deanna's not here at this meeting. If you could just reach out
to her. I don't know if she's got access to the PowerPoint, but

maybe get that to her.
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MR. STUMP: Sure. 1
MR. LA RUE: I know she's very, very interested 2
in this 93 corridor as well. <
MR. STUMP: You bet. (Inaudible) get that to 4
her. 5
CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thanks, Alvin. 6
MR. STUMP: Thank you. 7
CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Director's report. Floyd, 8
you're up. 9
MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Chair, members of the Board, 10
the director does send his regret, but he was obviously 11
unfortunately not able to be here. I have little last minute 12
items to report this time. I do expect that he will be at the 13
next Board meeting and will get caught up with his comments at 14
that time. 15
CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you, Floyd. 16
Number three, the consent agenda. If there are 17
no other items that staff or the Board (inaudible). 18
MR. LA RUE: I'd move the approval of the consent 19
agenda. 20
CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue. 21
MR. HAMMOND: Second. 22
CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Hammond to 23
approve the consent agenda as presented by staff. 24
All in favor? 25
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BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. Biesty, legislative
report.

MR. BIESTY: Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

With your permission, I'd like to just take a
moment to introduce a new staff member at ADOT. We have
currently hired a -- someone to head up our Public Information
Office. Mr. Steve Elliott is here this morning with us. We're
really lucky to have Mr. Elliott. He comes to us from the
Walker Cronkite School at ASU where he helped found that, and
before that he was bureau chief for the AP. So we're very lucky
to have him, and I'd like to welcome him to ADOT,

Mr. Chairman, at the state level, we're
continuing to work with -- on proposals and work with the
governor's office to sgee what ADOT could do to do some
legislative propesals that fit into the governor's program and
vision for Arizona. We may utilize some of the proposals we ran
last year but were unable to get through the legislature to help
to do some regulatory issues out in the business community and
also to raise some revenue. So I'll have -- hopefully have more
information on that at our next Board meeting.

One thing that will be happening this session is
our Sunset hearing, ADOT Sunset hearing. We're up for
continuation. We're hoping to get a ten-year continuation as

opposed to the last go-around where we got eight years. Our
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Sunset hearing is set for November 10th at 1:30. That will be
in the Senate, and we'll send you some more information as the
time gets close.

Director Halikowski will be meeting with the
members of the committee here in the upcoming weeks. The
(inaudible) reporter was generally favorable. Many of you
probably saw in the newspaper one piece of it dealt with the
funding issues with transportation and their recommendation that
the legislature form a panel to kind of look at that. So we'll
see what happens this session with that recommendation.

At the federal level, as you know, the Senate
passed their DRIVE Act back in July, which is a six-year build
that only has three years of funding. Currently, as we speak,
the House is rolling out their wversion. I'm actually getting
e-mails now on what some of those details are. We'll compile
those and send that out to you in a more comprehensive overview
this afternoon. We anticipate they'll probably take up the bill
next week in committee.

Pretty much, you know, the current MAP-21 is
(inaudible) extended it to the end of this month. The consensus
is that there will be surprise -- another continuation as they
work out the details. As you know, the House is in a little bit
of a focus in other area areas right now trying to select a
speaker. So I think a lot of that is taking precedent, and

we'll see, depending on who the speaker is, that may give us
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some indication of any potential outcome. So like I said, I'll
have a more comprehensive one. We've been waiting on this House
bill, and once we have that all put together, I'll make sure you
get that e-mail today or Monday.

With that, if you have any questions, I'll be
happy to answer them.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. Hammond.

MR. HAMMOND: Regarding the Sunset theory, given
it's been eight years, so there's no historical memory here on
the Beard, is there any role the Board plays in these hearings
or could play or should play?

MR. BIESTY: Mr. Chairman, Mr. Hammond, generally
with these Sunset hearings that the committee will hear from the
auditor general, they'll review the report. The agency will be
there. We pretty much concurred with all their findings.
Letters of support or signing of support doesn't hurt. We could
talk about that later if you wish. Some of our stakeholders
will sign in in support generally to say that, you know, things
are going well. Now, obviously, you know, sunsetting ADOT has
ramifications, so I don't think anybody's considering that.

Generally what happens is that the length of
time, if any of the -- if it becomes a -- political in nature,
which is what kind of happened the last time, there was a set of
legislators that felt that ten years for any agency was too long

given that legislators were subject to term limits, and that a

legislator should have the opportunity if they serve their full
terms to have at least another look at the agency. So that's
kind of where that happened the last time, but that's kind of
went by he wayside. I'm pretty confident that the discussion
will be a ten-year continuation.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you. Further questions
of Mr. Biesty? Thank you.

MR. BIESTY: Thank you, sir.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: I see the financial, but I
don't see Kristine. 8o I guess, Floyd, you're going to be
talking about numbers, right?

MR. ROEHRICH: Yes, sir. Mr. Chair, members of
the Board, obviously I'm not Kristine Ward. Fortunately, she
had an issue that came up at the last moment, so I didn't find
out about her not being here until this morning or I would have
wore a dress (inaudible). But so --

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: TMI.

(Speaking simultaneocusly.)

MR. ROEHRICH: But anyway, she did -- she sends
her regrets obviously, because she ended up having an issue come
up last month. So she does intend to be here next month,
having -- you know, everything works out good, but there was a
couple things that she did point out that I do want to point
out.

She just wanted to make sure that you do
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understand or that the Board is up to date on where we're at
basically with the (inaudible). She tended to more strongly
about this, but the basic issue is we're just barely above what
our forecast was. For the year, the cumulative is 1.2 percent.
So revenues have not dropped off, but they're not growing.
Originally she was hoping for a 2 percent growth this year, and
we're not meeting that.

So the intent being, especially as we go into the
new programming c¢ycle or whatever, not sure if there's going to
be additional revenues in there that may lead to opportunity for
more funding. We're kind of holding our own at this point.
We'll see how the holiday season comes. That's always a big
vear. And with prices going down on the gas pump, there has
been an increase in gas usage, so that's been a help.

New car sales, she said, have been up just a
little bit, but what she said, to her, the fact was people
moving to the state and registering new cars has been virtually
zero. So we're at a point where either people are not
registering their older cars or multiple cars, or we're really
not seeing the growth in the state at this point. So there
hasn't been a grewth in, if you will, the fleet. And it is an
aging fleet. Even though there's been new some new car sales
that increased a little bit, she said, what we're still seeing
is people holding on to their cars longer, registering them,

which means that they get a lower VLT collection coming in. So
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that, again, is holding pretty steady or just barely -- which is
what -- attributing why we're not seeing the growth that we are.
So HURF revenues are pretty stagnant, and at this point it's a
little bit below our forecast.

On the regional tax, she said to point out the
fact that this has actually been very much under performing. It
was in the negative to start with. It is barely touching a .2
percent growth cumulative after the first couple months of the
vear. So the sales tax and -- collected and the RARF funds
available are going to probably lead to the same relative flat
revenue stream and revenues available as we move to the next
programming cycle, again, under performing. The economy --
people might be working more, but they're -- she said they're
really cautious about how they've been spending to this point.
So we'll see how that goes.

Overall, she's got some issues here about the
federal aid debt service, but I don't want to bore you with
that, because it loocks like we're spending more to pay off debt
than -- this is all -- seems like my credit card bill when my
wife tries to hide it from me.

Generally, I'm going to summarize it, revenues
are not good. We're barely holding our own. And she
apologizes, and she'll have more -- hopefully more to address
next month.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions of Floyd that he
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can (inaudible) on to Kristine?

Mr. La Rue.

MR. LA RUE: I don't know if it's a question or
maybe frustration, and Kristine can maybe bring sense to it. So
on the RARF, I mean, where it loocks like we're missing is on
that construction tax, and I don't know if anybody's actually
locked at the legislation for the couple years that they've
passed to try toc figure it out, but -- and I've spent, I don't
know, ten hours here awhile back just reading it and trying to
figure out how it applies to everything that I do, and it is so
convoluted and so mixed up. And you talk to contractors. They
have no clue what they should be doing. And you talk to
lawyers, and half of them are all over the place. And it's
like, you know, if we don't get that figured out, that's a mess,
and if that's what's feeding into, you know, this and it
continues to be a mess, our hope that we're going to have
increased revenues to apply to roads is just not going to
happen. It's -- I don't know if the legislature's going to try
to address it again this year. I mean, the last couple times
they've addressed it, it went from bad to worse. So I don't
know what they're going to do this time around.

MR. ROEHRICH: (Inaudible.)

MR. LA RUE: And the cities have got to be just
frustrated, because I'm sure it's impacting them as well big

time.

MR. BIESTY: Mr. Chair, Mr. La Rue, I'll -- I
haven't heard a whole lot of discussion about TPT reform right
now. It kind of ebbs and flows, but I'll check into that and
see and get back to you.

MR. ROEHRICH: And Mr. Chair, Mr. La Rue, I will
ask her about that. I know that she has talked about that and
that there's -- even at the state level, they're struggling with
how that funding's coming, how it's going to be sent around. I
just looked at one of her notes on here, so that contracting was
14.6 below last year. Don't know how much of it was attributed
towards that or as they figure out at the state level
(inaudible) legislation and some of the tweaking that was made
there late how that is leading into those collections. I do
know this is an issue, and we have (inaudible) as you had said
as well. So whatever the legislature and the governor may
choose to do with that, we'll have to wait and see, like Kevin
said, until these formalize -- they're going to approach at this
session.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Further comments? Questions?

Thank you, Floyd.

Item six, the NPD report. Mr. Kies.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Chairman Anderson.

I don't have a prepared presentation on the
planning activities, but I did want to mention a few things to

the Board.
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First, the -- our long range plan, by federal
law, every five years we update our long range plan, and the
last long range plan was adopted in 2011. So we are now taking
off the update to the long range plan. You'll see some
activities going on where we're reaching out to technical
advisory committees and some stakeholders to start talking about
the process.

As you recall, each year when we present the
program to you, we present pie charts and guidance from the
long range plan about how much of our program you should be
funding in preservation and modernization and explanation. This
update to the long range plan will re-evaluate those, those
percentages, the process that we're using to select projects in
those categories, and also re-evaluate our goals and eventually
our targets that we will be shooting towards as we implement our
programs over the years. So just a heads up that that's been
kicked off.

But then also in the next couple months, I would
like to come back to the Board and give you a couple updates.
One is an update of the Tier 1 EIS for I-11. We're approaching
a year anniversary of when the Board provided us the funding for
that project. So in the next couple months, I'd like to provide
you an update on that.

And also I want to update on our planning to

programming process, which is that process where we take the

data versus the projects requests that come from districts and
others and prioritize those projects so that when we provide you
the tentative program in February, you have an understanding of
how we build that program for your consideration.

So with that, that's all I have for the planning
report, if there's any questions.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Questions or comments? If
not, we'll move into PPAC.

MR. LA RUE: I might just ask, Mike, are you
going to look at maybe changing up how that booklet is presented
this next year or any thoughts on that?

MR. KIES: Board Member -- you're referring to
the five-year program booklet?

MR. LA RUE: Yeah.

MR. KIES: Actually, yes. My intention, and the
Director Halikowski has agreed and encouraged to be a lot more
graphical so that it's just not a list of projects that somebody
has to know where the Milepost 302 is on State Route -- US 181.
We want to provide a lot more maps and keys to the projects
versus the maps so people can understand what we're actually
delivering out there. So that's the intention for this.

MR. LA RUE: Excellent. I'm loocking forward to
it.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Chairman Anderson.

Item seven, the PPAC agenda. For this month we
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have three project modifications for your consideration. They
are Items 7A through 7C, and unless there are any questions or
concerns about these projects, I'd ask the Board approve Items
7A through 7C.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: All right. The Board's
pleasure on project modifications?

MR. LA RUE: I'd move to approve 7A through 7C as
recommended by staff.

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.

MR. CUTHBERTSON: I second.

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mx. Cuthbertson to
approve and -- accept and approve project modifications Items 7A
through 7C as presented.

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: New projects.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

Yes. There are six new projects on the PPAC
agenda this month. They're Items 7D through 7I. I'd be happy
to answer any gquestions or concerns the Board has. If there are
none, I'd ask the Board to approve Items 7D through 7I.

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: The Board's pleasure?

MR. LA RUE: I move tc approve 7D through I as
staff has recommended.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.
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MR. HAMMOND: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Hammond to
approve 7D through 7I. Motion to accept and approve projects 7D
and 7I as presented. Further discussion?

Seeing none, all in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Got the airport projects.

MR. KIES: Thank you, Mr. Chair.

There are five airport projects on the PPAC
agenda this month. They are Items 7J through 7N, and if
there -- unless there are any questions or concerns from the
Board, I'd ask the Board to approve Items 7J through 7N.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: The Board's pleasure?

MR. LA RUE: I'd move 7J through 7N (inaudible).

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.

MR. SELLERS: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Sellers to
accept and approve airport projects 7J through 7N as presented.
Further discussion?

A1l in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

MR. KIES: Thank you.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you, Mike.

Contracts.

MR. LA RUE: Engineer's report.
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CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: (Inaudible.) Engineer's
report, contracts.

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, members of the Boaxd,
currently we have 115 projects under construction totaling
$782.5 million. Last month we did finalize 12 projects totaling
20.1 million, and year to date we have finaled 49 projects.

One of the -- two things I want to note in the
state engineer's report. We saw in Alvin's presentation and I
presented to you in study session the map of the new district,
but one thing we hadn't decided at that point was what are we
going to call the new districts? In the past one, we called the
districts where the home office was. So we had a Prescott
district, a Flagstaff district. In combining these areas and
talking to staff pondering the identity, we elected to go with
the regional approach. So Alvin's district now is the northwest
district. We have a north central district, a northeast
district, southeast, south central, southwest, and then the
Phoenix is the central. So when you hear those terms, that's
how the districts will be labeled instead of Prescott,
Flagstaff, (inaudible). So that's one thing I wanted to point
out.

The other thing we wanted to make sure is we kept
continuity in areas that switched from one district to the
other. As Alvin mentioned, the Verde Valley moved from his area

to the Flagstaff area, but since the 260 project has -- was so
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far underway, even though that is part of that north central
district now, Alvin had the history. He will maintain the
administration of that project to keep continuity working with
since (inaudible) the contractor's already on board, there's a
team in place. And so we're doing that throughout to keep
continuity and get the best project. So that will continue.
That's why it was in his presentation versus one that
(inaudible) may give you.

Any questions from the state engineer's report?

MR. LA RUE: You know, Mr. Chair, I was kind of
hoping it was the (inaudible), but I guess we got overruled on
that .

MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Chair, Mr. La Rue, the only
problem with that is every six months -- or every six years, we
have (inaudible) we're redoing the maps and renaming everything,
and then over six years it completely re- -- changes. It's cost
prohibitive.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Contracts.

MR. HAMMIT: Thank you, Mr. Chairman. Thank you
for approving the four contracts in the consent agenda, and we
have four additional contracts that we need to talk about.

One thing (inaudible) see on this that I have not
seen definitely (inaudible) state engineer and as I've traveled
in my time as deputy, every project came in under the engineer's

estimate. Last month, if you remember, we had some over, some
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under, but we were almost right on. I mean, we were within a
half a percent. This time we're (inaudible), and we'll talk
about one project that really made a difference in the
individual projects.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: So Dallas, is that maybe
because we got a new estimator?

MR. HAMMIT: I think we're seeing some --
especially in oil, we're seeing a lot of lower prices in oil,
and we are being somewhat conservative. It's -- especially on
our local program. If we come in and those projects, those
local projects go over the budget, they have to go back to their
city councils, and they don't want to do that. Nothing against
city council members, but, you know, it's difficult to go back
to those city councils (inaudible) --

MR. ROEHRICH: So are you saying the less the
city council's involved (inaudible)

(Speaking simultaneocusly.)

MR. HAMMIT: (Inaudible) project in Avondale.
This project was a signing project. The low bid was 140,800 --
or excuse me -- 718.70. The state's estimate was $225,030. It
came in under the state's estimate 84,311.30 or 37.5 percent.
We do need to look at the bids on this, and so we are asking the
Board to postpone that and give staff time to review that
information.

CHATIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure on 9A7?
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MR. LA RUE: I would move to postpone as staff
recommends on Agenda Item 9A.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.

MR. HAMMOND: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Hammond to
accept and approve staff's recommendation to postpone Item 9A to
a future meeting. Further discussion?

MR. SELLERS: Mr. Chair.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Mr. Sellers.

MR. SELLERS: So postponing that a month will not
affect the bid?

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chair and Mr. Sellers, no, it
will not. We have 45 days of moving that. We just have to take
action. Those bids are -- still be good during that time.

MR. SELLERS: Thank you.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Further questions?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: 9B.

MR. HAMMIT: Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

Another local project. This is in the Town of
Apache Junction. This was a pavement widening and a signing
project. The low bid was $546,999.30. The state's estimate was
$647,703. The estimate was $100,703.10 or 15.5 percent under

the state's estimate. As -- where we saw the biggest
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differences was in the aggregate base. They were able to get a
much better price using a supplier very close, and then their
traffic control. They felt they could do it in a shorter
duration, which reduced some items on traffic control. We have
reviewed the bids, believe they are responsible and reascnable,

and would recommend award to J. Banicki Construction Company,

Inc.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: The Board's pleasure on Item
9B?

MR. SELLERS: Move for approval to award contract
Item 9B.

MR. LA RUE: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Move by Mr. Sellers, seconded
by Mr. La Rue to accept and approve staff's recommendation to
award the contract for Item 9B to J. Banicki Construction, Inc.
Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHATRMAN ANDERSON: 0 G

MR. HAMMIT: Mr. Chairman, members of the Board,
this project is a pavement preservation project on I-15, and the
low bid was $10,427,000. The state's estimate was
$15,109,665.20 or 400 -- $4,6B2.665.20 under the state's
estimate or 20 -- or 31 percent. Where we saw the biggest

differences was in the asphalt materials, and in the past few
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months we've seen a difference in our oil. So we saw both in
the oil, the black, gooey stuff, as well as the aggregates.

In talking to the contractor, they found a
material source within five miles of the project and are
(inaudible) there. We had estimated that that material would
have to be trucked in from a longer distance. The other thing
in talking with the contractor, we had two Arizona contractors
wanting this project. As you know, this stretch of road, you
cannot get there from Arizona, and they did not mark up their
subs. The other bids were Utah contractors. So we wanted to
keep the project and (inaudible) the low bidder did not market
the subcontracts to be very competitive.

We have reviewed the bids and believe that they
are responsible and reasonable, and would recommend award to
Fisher Sand and Gravel, doing business as Southwest Asphalt
Paving.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure on 9C?

MR. HAMMOND: Move approval.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. Hammond.

MR. SELLERS: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Sellers to
accept and approve staff's recommendation to award the contract
for 9C to Figher Sand and Gravel Company, d/b/a Southwest
Asphalt Paving. Further discussion?

All in favor?
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BOARD MEMBERS: Aye.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: 9D.

MR. HAMMIT: Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

This last one, this is a roundabout project in
the -- kind of the Chino Valley at Perkinsville Road. The low
bid was $1,218,602,87. The state's estimate was $1,355,503.45,
leaving it under the state's estimate by $136,900.58 or 10.1
percent. We do need to do some more research. There has been a
protest. So we do need to do some research on this project and
would recommend that we postpone this to a future Board meeting.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Board's pleasure?

MR. LA RUE: I move to postpone Item 9D.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Moved by Mr. La Rue.

MR. CUTHBERTSON: Second.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Second by Mr. Cuthbertson to
accept and approve staff's recommendation to postpone Item 9D to
a future meeting. Further discussion?

All in favor?

BOARD MEMBERS: Aye,

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Thank you, Dallas.

MR. HAMMIT: Thank you, Mr. Chairman.

CHAIRMAN ANDERSON: Last item, suggestions for
future meetings, information?

MR. ROEHRICH: Mr. Chair, if I could, just one

comment here. I just want to remind those of the Boarxd that
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this month, on Tuesday, the 27th, we have the Board retreat
study session set up, and you remember the major topic for that
was going to be revenues and transportation funding options and
other considerations regarding the revenue options for
transportation.
